SCRATCH FOODS 


Eyer wonder whether you 
Save money by making foods 
“from scratch’?? 

Somethimes you can save 
money by making your own, 
but you end up spending more, 
One of the most striking exam- 
ples is orange juice, Squeez- 
ing it yourself costs almost 
12 cents per four-ounce glass, 
Making it from frozen concen- 
trate ran only slightly more 
than 4 cents for the same a- 
mount, And canned orange 
juice averaged about 6.5 cents 
per glass, 

Stirring up your own break- 
fast is another example where 
doing it your-self can cost 
more, However, this isn’t 
true for pancakes or waffless-- 
making these from mix cost 
only two-thirds as much as 
making them at home. But 
the frozen kind ran about three 
times as much as homemade, 
So avoid these if you’re watch- 
ing your budget, Baking powder 
biscuits are still more econo- 


mical to make from scratch - 


than from mixes or using ready- 
to-bake forms, 

Frosting and pudding mixes 
can also save you money. Cho- 
colate pudding made from 
scratch costs almost 12 cents 
a serving, while a mix pudding 
averaged only 10 cents a ser- 
ving.

In a few days now Coffee 
County farmers will begin 
leafspot control on peanuts.

Last year a lot of Coffee 
County farmers waited a few 
days too late to begin appli- 
cations of fungicide, Peanuts 
are too valuable a crop to 
take any chances on. Person- 
ally, I would start my le 
spot control program before any 
Sign of disease, Leafspot must 
be prevented, It cannot be 
cured,

BLAH WINDOWS? 


Do the windows in your 
home have the blahs? If they 
do, try decorating with dress- 
up window shades to put more 
personality into your window 
treatments, 

Gluing felt cutouts to plain 
white window shades can add 
interest at low: cost. Clip a 
variety of shapes and sizes-- 
flower designs for your bath 
area and paper doll or animal 
patterns for a youngster’s 
room, Let your family help 
you choose patterns and colors 
so your window decor can be 
a family effort. 

To coordinate your shade 
with the rest of the room, 
repeat colors or patterns found 
elsewhere, such as the sofa, 
bedspread or pillow cover, 

Attach the felt cutouts to 
your shades with white glue, 
If you plan to leave the shade 
down permanently, you can glue 
the pieces anywhere. But, if 
you will be raising and lower- 
ing the shade, glue cutouts near 
the bottom edge, Then leave 
this part of the shade always 
unrolled, Too much bending 
could crack the glue and ruin 
your design, 


HOT WEATHER MEALS ( 


On warm spring and sum- 
mer nights, your family might 
be turned off by a heavy, hot 
meal. So to perk up appetites 
in hot weather, serve cool, 
crisp main dish salads, 

If you want to make a 
light one-dish meal salad, add 
chopped protein foods such as 
red meat, chicken, fish, cheese 
or eggs to crisp raw salad 
greens, You can add small 
pieces of colorful fruits or 
vegetables and experiment with 
new combinations--your imag- 
ination is the only limit to 
what you can do with a salad, 

Serve your salad in a large,’ 
attractive bowl! or in individual 
Salad bowls, You can also 
Serve Salads in a lettus cup 
on a plate, garnished with bits 


of brightly colored fruits or 
vegetables, Don’t use too many 
greens--they’ll overpower the 
Salad, 

If you’we planning a fruit 
Salad, remember that there are 
many choices besides the old 
Standbys of bananas, peaches 
and pears, Try usingcherries, 
apricots, grapes, plums, prunes 
and strawberries-- they might 
become favorites, 

Whatever you use in your 
Salad, make sure all ingredients 
are fresh, And use fruits and 
vegetables that taste and look 
well together,
